In 
her opinion, it is always the 
fault of the cream, And the 
dairy industry could save 
self a lot of grief by spreading 
more information about whip- 
ping cream, 

“he type of whipper is a fac- 
tor of great importance. An 
egg beater is not a cream whip- 
ver. A turbine type of whipper 
as been found the most satis- 
factory. In the turbine type, 
the blades revolve at the bot- 
tom of the bowl.

= Cream should be whipped 
rapidly. Two or three minutes 
should be a good average time. 


Whipping should be stopped at 
the right time, for whipping is 
the first stage of churning. 
With a little too much whip- 
pi ng. the whipped cream will 
umpy with a large amount 
of milk draining from it. It is 
not necessary to whip cream 
just before using it, as it will 
keep is stored in a cold place. 

One of the most important 
factors of all is temperature, 
The temperature of the cream 
at whipping time should be 
forty degrees, if possible; cer- 
tainly not above fifty. 

But the average ‘housewife 
knows none of these things, 
because she has not been told, 
and when the cream doesn’t 
whip as it should, she blames 
the Milk Man.
